A change has been made in the 
"residence" requirement for 
graduation. The change is 
underlined below: 


a. Graduation with Honors (or Cum 

Laude) . . . 3.50 to 3.69 GPA. 

b. Graduation with High Honors (or 

Magna Cum Laude) , . . 3.70 to 3.89 
GPA. 


c. Graduation with Highest Honors 
(or Summa Cum Laude) . . . 3.90 to 

4.00 GPA. 

Graduation Honors for other Formal 
Awards (Diploma or Certificate) 

Graduation with Distinction . . . 

3.50 to 4.00 GPA. 

NOTE: Calculation of the grade 

point average for graduation honors 
shall be identical to that method 
used to calculate the GPA to 
fulfill graduation requirements for 
the degree, diploma, or certificate 
being earned. In addition, in 
order to be eligible for a 
graduation honor, the student must 
have completed a minimum of 48 
quarter credit hours at the college 
conferring the degree or other 
formal award. 


In order to receive a degree 
a student must " be enrolled during 
the quarter in which the degree is 
earned ; or . with ap proval of the 
Dean of Instruction, within a 
calendar year of the last quarter 
of attendance receive the degree bv 
transferring from a regionally 
accredited institution no more than 
the last ten hours required for 
completion of the program with a 
minimum grade of "C" in the courses 
transferred . 11
